Embargo on Food-Stuffs 


The shipment of wheat, flour and 
a large number of other agricultural 
products and commodities to the 
United States has heen prohibited, 
it was officially announced last week, 
except when such shipments are 
intended solely for domestic con- 
sumption in the United States and 
not for reshipment abroad. 

Exportation of Canadian wheat 
and other farm products to certain 
foreign countries thro the United 


| States is allowed upon permit, to be 
| obtained 


in individual cases from 
Dominion authorities here. 

Another detail of the new reetric- 
tions ia that all such products 
shipped out of the Dominion must 
be consigned to specific firms or 
individuals. 

The embargo was declared at the 
suggestion of the British authorities 
in London Not only are wheat and 
farm products affected, but various 
provisions have been added to the 
list. There are said to be ouly seven 
million bushels of wheat available 
for exportation in Canada at the 
present time.
